“State of the Nation” speech to the 
new Congress way received with 
ruined emotions, The majority of 
larger n.wspapers, which are pro- 
British in policy, approved it with 
come reservations, So did most of 
the leading’ commentators, How- 
ever, in Congress there was critl- 
eism to the effect that the Presi- 
dent did not give enough purticu- 
lars---and that it looked as if he 
intended to put this country deeper 
into Buropean affairs than it hac 
ever been hefore. At the same time 
Pres? 
dent’s proposal to lend Britain 
arms and other implements of war, 
which she is supposed to repay. in 
Ikind or equivalent at the end of 
hostilities, will eventually go 
through. The non-interventionist 
bloc, however, of which Senator 
Wheeler ig now leader, says that it 
intends to fight the President's 
program to the last ditch. 

The President firmly fixed this | 
country's forcign policy. According 
to. him, that policy has three 
facets: First, we are committed {> 
an all-inclusive national defense, 
Second, we are committed fo sup- 
port all nations which are resisting 
aggression and, in the President's 
werds, “thereby keeping war from 
our hemisphere.” Third, we will; 
never acquiesce in a peace “dictat- 
ed by aggressors and sponsored by 
appeasers,.” The President stressed 
his opinion that this policy is com- 
pletely non-partisan, and repre- 
sents the will of the majority of the 
reople, whatever their political af- 
filiations.
